Grave Controversies Call a 
Meeting of Pan-American 
Governing Board. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
ASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Grave 
controversies between nations of 
South America and the bel- 
ligerent countries of Europe, led today 
to the calling of a conference for next 
Tuesday of the governing board of 
the Pan-American Union. 

Before this board, which consists 
of the diplomatic representatives here 
of twenty American republics, with 
the Secretary of State of the United 
States as chairman, ex officio, will 
come the various suggestions which 
have been made by Argentina, Chile, 
Peru, Uruguay and Ecuador for a 
stronger assertion of the rights of 
neutrals and the exclusion of bel- 
ligerent warships from the waters of 
the Americas. 

Evidence of the seriousness of the 
situatfon in South America, due to 
the presence of belligerent warships 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, was contained in a dispatch 
received tonight by Eduardo Suarez- 
Mujica, the Chilean Ambassador from 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs at | 
Santiago. 


The fear is expressed by the Chilean 
officials that Germany's alleged viola- 


tion of the neutrality of Chile may in- 


fluence the other belligerents to dis- 
regard the territorial jurisdiction of 
Chile and perhaps cause them to 
send their warships within the three- 
mile limit to stop German opera- 
tions. 

The Chilean government made it 
plain that it did not prefer one scheme 
of action to another, but urged that 
whatever steps are taken should have 
the earnest and united support of all 
the American republics. 

Originally Great Rritain and France 
asked the United States to exercise 
its good offices with Ecuador and Co- 
lombia to secure a strict observance 
by these nations of neutrality obliga- 
tions.

SUGGESTIONS. 


Since the outbreak of the war the 
South American countries have made 
a series of suggestions to the United 
States for co-operation in a movement 
that would tend to restore trade condi- 
tions. Peru suggested that a neutral 
zone be created with meridians as 
boundaries on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific sides of the two continents. 
Another country proposed the exten- 
sion of the territorial jurisdiction of 
all countries from the three-mile limit 
to a sufficient distance, which would 
permit coastwise trade to move un- 
molested. 

Ecuador and Argentina asked that 
a meeting of the governing board of 
the Pan-American Union be called to 
discuss questions of mutual interest to 
all nations in this hemisphere. Chile 
brought forward a plan to permit bel- 
ligerent ships to obtain only a suffi-

Pri- 
vate plants are now constructing 650 
torpedoes for the navy; 350 are being 
turned out by government yards and 
funds are available for 550, which 
will be ordered in the near future.

DISCUSS PROTEST 
EXPORTERS. 


STATUS OF SEMI-CONTRABAND 
GOODS BEFORE STATE 
DEPARTMENT. 


{BY A F. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Protests 
from American exporters—notably 
western beef packers—against Ameri- 
can consignments to Europe being 
held up by British authorities, were 
discussed today at a conference be- 
tween Sir Cecil Spring Rice, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, and Counsellor 
Lansing of the State Department. The 
practice of American exporters con- 
Signing goods to order also was 
discussed. In all cases of detention 
so far, the department has lodged oa 
formal protest in writing. 

The position of the British govern- 
ment is that it has information that 
Germany is receiving large quantities 
of supplies consigned through neutral 
countries. The Ambassador pointed 
out that ship masters could be re- 
lieved if they would exhibit mani- 
fests or produce supplementary state- 
ments showing to whom the goods 
actually are consigned. 

The State Department is standing 
on the principle that even semi-con- 
traband goods when carried in neu- 
tral bettoms to neutral countries are 
exempt from interference. The ques- 
tion is in the controversial stage and 
no agreement has yet been reached 
upon a generally acceptable rule. 
Meanwhile the British government 
will try to shorten the period of de- 
tention of vessels.

BIG ADDITION EXPECTED TO 
TRADE OF AMERICA. 


Manufacturing Establishments All 
Over the United States Said to 
Loaded up with Orders for 
Plies Desired by the Countries 
Europe. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—That one 
year of the war in Europe will add 
$500,000,000 to the foreign commerce 
of the United States is the estimate 


of Edward E. Pratt, chief öt the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. Mr. Pratt has just completed 
a study of the, reports of American 
Consuls and commercial representa- 
tives abroad, of agents of his bureau 
in this country, and of the new orders 
for American manufacturers and prod- 
ucts reported in commercial periodi- 
cals. If the ratio of increase recorded 
since August, when the war began, is 
maintained until next August, he esti- 
mates that new orders placed on the 
books of American firms will total 
half a billion dollars. | 

As specific data upon which to base 
his estimates, Mr. Pratt has the report 
c@ J. Massel, special commercial agent 
Lv en route to South America, to 
study the machine tool market there 
and prepare a review of the needs 
of South American countries which 
will be made available to American 
manufacturers. In preparation for his 
trip he visited virtually every large 
manufacturing plant in the United 
States and estimated that the machine 
tool manufacturing companies alone 
have from $10,000,000 to $15.000.000 
in new orders from European coun- 
tries now on their books. 

One big plant, he said, has enough 
work ahead of it to keep it in full 
operation twenty-four hours a day for 
the next two years. Several concerns 
already are preparing to increase their 
facilities to meet the larger demands 
arising from the war. ; 

The first country among the bel- 
ligerents to seek the American ma- 
chine tool supply was Russia. Almost 
immediately after war was declared 
orders from Russian hot ses were re- 
ceived for lathes and machines of all 
kinds of a similar nature. 

England and France now have 
joined in seeking American tools. Of 
course, problems of delivery still have 
to be met, but the business is of the 
most valuable type, since orders as 
a rule are accompanied by cash.

Coal Mine Operator Declares 
High Wages are Paid. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DENVER (Colo.) Dec. 2.—An -in- 
dustrial commission to serve without 
compensation as the panacea for the 
industrial ills of the coal fields to 
which his administration will be heir 
was suggested by Governor-elect 
George A. Carlson before the Federal 
Commission in Industrial Relations 
when he was called at the first ses- 
sion today. 
One of the functions of the com- 
mission he proposed would be the 
drafting, with the assistance of oper- 
ators and miners, of an equitable em- 
ployers’ compensation act. He cor- 
roborated the testimony of*®Gov. Am- 
mons in the opening of the session 
that the machinery of the State gov- 
ernment was defective in that admin- 
istrative heads of departments were 
appointed by members of the Gover- 
nor’s executive staffs and that the 
Chief Executive of the State was pow- 
erless to control the activities of such 
administrative heads. Many of such 
appointees had been openly at vari- 
ance with the policy of Gov. Am- 
mons, it was declared. tin 

VIEW. 

“In the handling of an industrial 
dispute,” he said, there is no organ- 
ized body ready to enter. the field. 
The Governor must wait for the Leg- 
islature to convene. Then a commit- 
tee is appointed. It takes the com- 
mittee members time to become ac- 
quaintea with themselves and their 
tasks. Then there is a questioning 
among the people as to whether this 
member or that member is not con- 
trolled by this or that interest. By 
the time they get to work the dispute 
has proceeded to violence, getting fur- 
ther away from any settlement.” 

Mr. Carlson was still on the stand 
‘when the session adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

Gov. Ammons, the first witness of 
the day. festified that the State had 
made final arrangements to sell the 
last of the $1,000,000 # insurrection 
bonds issued at the special session 
of the Legislature last spring to de- 
fray the past indebtedness and future 
expense of the militia and that he 
had notined President Wilson. He 
expected the President to withdraw 
the Federal troops at an early date. 
In December, 1912, John R. Law- 
son of the United Mine Workers of 
America notified Mr. Ammons, then 
Governor-elect, that a coal miners’ 
strike probably would be called dur- 
ing his administration, the Governor 
testified. 

The Governor told of the enactment 
of new mining laws about two years 
ago, which he understood were sat- 
isfactory to operators and miners, and 
hoped would be useful in heading off 
a strike. He told of numerous con- 
ferences with operators and union of- 
ficials and of repeated efforts to ad- 
just differences. 

Replying to a question by Chairman 
Frank P. Walsh, the Governor stated 
these efforts continued “long after the 
miners’ convention at Trinidad had 
called a strike.” 

Gov. Ammons recounted the early 
history of the strike and the sending 
of the State militia to Southern Colo- 
rado, thirty days after the miners 
walked out on September 23, 1913. 
Reverting to the futile efforts fon 
peace, Gov. Ammons said: 

“There never was any question in 
my mind but that the strike couid 
have been settled but for the demand 
for recognition of the union.” 

J. C. Osgood, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Victor-American 
Fuel Company, told the commission 
of his unsuccessful efforts to introduce 
an employers’ compensation commis- 
sion. He declared a majority of mine 
accidents were due to veteran miners 
“taking chances.” Discussing collec- 
tive bargaining for labor, Mr. Osgood 
outlined his attitude. 

OSGOOD’S ATTITUDE. 


“A miner knows what wages are 
paid, the hours and the working con- 


| ditions at a mine, at all of the mines,” 


he said, “and he selects the em- 
ployer he wants to work for. The 
wages are higher in Colorado, there- 
fore miners come here. 

“No store which is considered first 
class would permit bargaining for 
prices. It is the same way with an 
employer. If you do not like the 
price the stores ask you do not buy. 
If the store does not ask the right 
prices it has no trade. It is the same 
with an employer. if I do not offer 
right wages and conditions of em- 
ployment I get no employees and my 
mine shuts down. I claim that if men 
want to work under union conditions 
there are plenty of places for then 
to work.

“We did not feel particularly cor- 
dial,” said Mr. Osgood, “for we felt 
they had taken advantage of our 
condition to better their own and 
that we had borne the burden of the 
situation.” 

“You felt about the same as a 
union man, who went on strike and 
saw another man taking his job?” 
asked Mr. Garreton. A sudden burst 
of applause brought forth a warning 
against a repetition from Chairman 
Walsh. Mr. Osgood previously testi- 
fied that miners employed by his com- 
pany earned, when working, on an 
average of $4 a day. 

“Have you any system to compen- 
sate injured workmen?” Commissioner 


Weinstock asked. 

“We have not.“ replied Mr. Os- 
good.

DEVELOPMENTS PREDICTED. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Important 
developments in the Colorado strike 
situation are expected in official cir- 
cles here to follow the meeting of 
Colorado members of the United Mine 
Workers of America, to be held in 
Denver next Monday. Secretary Wil- 
son of the Department of Labor was 
notified today of the meeting and an- 
nounced tonight that Hywel Davies 
and W. R. Fairley, the two Federal 
conciliators, who have been seeking 
to solve the Colorado strike troubles, 
would attend the meeting on behalf of 
the Federal government. 

Secretary Wilson was asked 
whether there was any likelihood of 
the striking miners offering a new 
solution for the controversy, but said 
he could not discuss the question in 
advance of the meeting next Monday. 

The convention in Denver will be 
held simultaneously with the meeting 
here of President Wilson's new 
Colorado strike commission. 

STRIKE IN OHIO. 8 
{BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 

CLEVELAND (O.) Dec. 2.—Efforts 
to settle the strike of 15,000 Eastern 
Ohio coal miners, which was begun 
eight months ago, were to be made 
here today at a conference between 
representatives of the miners and 
operators. The mienrs’ representa- 
tives dre said to be prepared to de- 
mand 47 cents a ton on the “run of 
mine” basis, while the operators are 
expected to offer 44 cents a ton. Pros- 
pects of a comprise, however, are said 
to be bright. 

It is estimated that 13,000 miners, 
including their families, are practically 
destitute as a result of the strike. 


TANGLES UNION EXPERT. 


Wage Arbitration Develops that 
Men are Demanding Five Hours’ 
Pay for Two Hours’ Work. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT um! 
CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Today’s ses- 
sion of the board arbitrating the wage 
differences between western railroads 


and their enginemen was devoted 
largely to an attempt by Attorney 
James M. Sheean, representing the 


railroads, to ascertain the exact mean- 
ing of the sixteen articles in which 
the requests of the men are formu- 
lated. M. J. Cadle, a wage expert 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, was the witness questioned. 

It was a difficult process and the 
interrogation failed in some instances 
of obtaining definite reply. One ques- 
tion involved the apparent overlap- 
ping of the preparatory, running and 
terminal delay periods, for which 
specific pay is requested. Sheean 
finally interpreted the witness’s an- 
swer as showing that an engineman 
would be paid five or six hours’ pay 
for two hours’ work. 

The demand that “engineers and 
firemen at terminal or end of run are 
automatically released when used 
again they begin a new day,” resulted 
in another tangle when Sheean caled 
to mind a railway division the ter- 
minals of which are three miles apart, 
and considered this in connection wita 
the proposed schedu! of pay for over- 
time. Witness finall) decided tha. at 
the end of the three-mile run the en- 
gine crew's day was over and that on 
the return trip a new day begins. 

An hour and a half was devoted to 
the pay which would be received by 
an engineer who made the run from 
Chicago to Burlingtot. on schedule 
time, but was held at Burlington, be- 
cause, constructively, the bridge over 
the Mississippi was washed out. 

The cross-“"e of questions and an- 
swers Was proceeding unabated when 
Chairman Pritchard of the board or- 
dered an adjournment. As Sheean 
and the witness left the room they 
were still arguing the question, in- 
formally. Sheean said he hoped to 
finish tomorrow.

LONDON, Dec. 2.— The Slingsby 
legitimacy suit, which is based on the 
claim of Lieut. Charles R. Slingsby of 
San Francisco to the English fortunes 
and estates of the Rev. Charles 
Slingsby in Yorkshire, was opened be- 
fore the Probate Court today. This 


suit involves the question whether the, 


infant born in San Francisco and de- 
clared to be the lawful son of Charles 
R. Slingsby and his wife, Dorothy, is 
the rightful successor to the Slingsby 
estates. Lieut. Slingsby inherited an 
English estate but by a special pro- 
vision an additional estate valued at 
$500,000 was to go to his heir.

Slingsby infant is really the child of 
Mrs. Anderson and that it was adopted 
by Mrs. Slingsby. 

In his opening statement on behalf 
of the infant claimant, Henry Edward 
Duke, M.P., admitted that Mrs. 
Slingsby had arranged for the inser- 
tion of an advertisement in a San 
Francisco newspaper with the view to 
the adoption of a child. 

“Of course, when confronted with 
this she denied it,“ Mr. Duke said, 
“but she has now disclosed the truth 
in this matter and must explain it on 
the witness stand.”’

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 20 (delayed.)

GO OVER TO VILLA. 

Gen. Lucio Blanco ts reported from 
San Pedro at Capotzaltongo ready to 
surrender a whole brigade of his 
forces, having revolted ‘in favor of 
Villa. Pachuca is reported to have 
fallen to Villa while Saltillo and 
Monterey are possible points of attack 
by Villa troops. Chihuahua is de- 
0 still in Villa’s hands, contrary 
to general reports here. Tampico is 
— to have been taken dy Villa 
orces. 


Zapata has returned the 50,000 peso 
loan made him by the bankers here 
Friday. He has also declared all pa- 
per notes now current legal tender. 
The British owners have regained 
possession of the electric car lines. 


ZAPATA KEEPS ORDER. 


Zapata, erroneously known to the 
world as a superbandit, has today giv- 
en the highest example of military 
morale that any Mexican army has 
demonstrated in the history of the na- 
tion. Starvation faced the Zapatista 
troops in Mexico City and there was 
not a single confiscation or untoward 
act of any other description since their 
occupation of the capital a week ago. 

Emiliano Zapata, himself general in 
chief of the liberating army of the 
south, did not have a $10 note in his 
pocket and he was in one of the cheap- 
est little hotels of the city’s poorest 
zone. 


BEGINNING OF A RIOT. 


The capital was quiet until Blanco’s 
troops began moving out. Tension 
arose when they were met at Tacu- 
baya by the Zapatista forces and a 
hot engagement raged within fifteen 
minutes of the city’s center. Sud- 
denly, about 6 o’clock that afternoon, 
street car, taxicab and coach service 
stopped and that part of the popula- 
tion which did not rush to their 
homes, stampeded for the National 
Palace in the Zocalo. Men and boys 
of all ages and all casts, rich and poor, 
were participating in a frenzied dem- 
onstration against a lone gendarme, 
the last of the Constitutionalist force. 
The brave fellow had stuck to his 
post too long. Some rowdy grabbed 
his hand, another took his pistol, a 
third scratched his face. Everybody 
was crying for his death. 

The mob had assumed the propor- 
tions of an army of 6000 or more. 


the policeman attempted to arrest a 
peon. Before the gendarme’s sickly 
smile faded to a look of agonized fear, 


body and he was being driven nude 
by a hooting, jeering, kicking, punch- 
ing mob. 

Somebody took up a cry for arms 
that was received back and forth un- 
til the mob had forgotten the police- 
man and he escaped in their lust for 
battle that would bring speedy death 
and make loot easy. 

Doors and windows of a firearms 
company’s building were smashed as 
though the heavy oak and steel bars 
protecting them were but so much 
papier mache. Ten thousand persons 
filled the streets. In less a 
minute men and boys were leaping 
through the windows with their stolen 
weapons; another minute and the air 
was filled with shots. 

Then, pandemonium reigned. With- 
in half an hour other arms stores had 
been plundered. Humanity was &cat- 
tered to all parts of the city in groups 
of from twenty to a thousand. Pro- 
miseuous shooting came from all these 
crowds and half a dozen deaths with 
twice that number of mortally 
wounded and as many more injured 
was the result. 

One millionaire amateur bull fight- 
er, who was drunk, drove amuck 
through the city in an automobile an: 
shooting into the crowds, killed two 
men outright and wounded four 


others. 
QUIET RESTORED. 

While these scenes of wild disorder 
were being enacted downtown, the 
diplomatic corps was meeting at the 
Brazilian ministry. Thirteen thousand 
of the nationals were depending upon 
these diplomats for protection in case 
the mob uprising developed into an 
anti-foreign demonstration. Former 

Federal Governor Iturbide then ap- 
peared before the diplomatic corps 
and mapped out a plan to prevent the 
city from being looted. He rode be- 
tween two fires to the Zapatista lines 
as the representative of the dip- 
lomatic corps and appealed to Gen. 
Pacheco of the Zapatista force to send 

a detachment of troops to police the 


Col. Francisco Flores Alatorre was 
immediately dispat:hed to the center 
of the town with a command of 130 
men, who arrived at the height of the 
disturbance at 11 o'clock at night. 
This handful of Zapatistas clashed 
with a few hundred of the mob, dis- 
persed them and by midnight the 
streets were again clear and order 
restored. Shortly before daybreak 
Tuesday morning srowds began to 
again assemble before the National 
Palace and to menace the handful of 
Zapatista troops, but reinforcements 
arrived and held them all day. The 
vanguard of the Zapatista forces ar- 
rived in the city that afternoon and 


2 trom that time order has been pro- 


served summary death meted 
out to the few miscreants who have 
peace. 


VILLA DELAYS ENTRY. 


Communication by cable with the 
outside world was severed at Vera 
Cruz immediately after the Zapatistas 
entered Mexico City, only news favor- 
able to the zistas being al- 
lowed to leave. Villa has not arrived 
at Mexico City and the telegraphic 
communication with the north had 
not been repaired between there and 
this point. Villa ts delaying entering 
the city, although the people are en- 
thustiastically awaiting his entry, do- 
cause of an attack against Jimenez 
and the necessity of his return north 
to keep communication open. 
YAPATA’'S ENTRY INTO CITY. 
The Zapatista entry was im- 
mediately followed by proclamations 
giving full guarantees to the people, 
removing the censorship here and 
notifying the press that criticisms 
would be welcomed. Zapata himself 
entered Mexico City Friday afternoon 
without ostentation and avoided any 
conspicuous appearance in public.

We know if we fought our 
way into e city the enemy would 
take advantage of our coming and 
begin pillaging, that would be attri- 
buted to us and so we held our lines 
steady from the capital to prevent 
fighting that occurred almost daily 
with the Diaz and Huerta and Car- 
bajal and Carranza troops, which 
was, on our part, merely defensive. 
INVITES CRITICISM. 
“Another thing, we stand for free- 
dom of the press. Newspapers will be 
permitted to tell the truth, and to 
criticise freely. Criticism of the 
Zapatista administration will be taken 
in good part and the faults thus 
pointed out will be amended by the 
authorities, We are trying to work 
consistently. Our programme here 
will be as it has been everywhere else, 
we shall soon call upon the people 
to carry on the government. We come 
into Mexico City inspired by the great- 
est good will and to incite an era of 
tranquility for those inhabitants who 
have suffered the depredations and 
outrages tyranny. We are de- 
termined deal with all energy to- 
ward those who try to loot the public, 
or attempt a labor obstruction, 
whether through appropriating prop- 
erty not their own or propagating 
ideas contrary to the cause for which 
we have fought, which is the cause 
of the people and their felicity and 
wellbeing. Also taking into account 
the necessity of sanitary conditions, 
we warn all inhabitants to see to it 
that their properties are kept clean 
and they assist in maintaining sani-

BANKS AID ZAPATA. 

“Six hundred gendarmes have al- 
ready been put into the service of the 
Police department, under Col. Gabriel 
Saldana, Providing for the mainten- 
ance of troops and the policing of the 
city and environs, compelled the 
Zapatistas to seek the aid of the bank- 
ers here and these were summoned.

Notable Welcome Planned for 
Famous Preacher. 


Baptists Make Building Over 
for Dr. Francis. 


Pastor Due Tomorrow. 


Honoring the most brilliant pulpit 
orator in the Baptist denomination, 
practically the entire congregation of 
the First Baptist Church will welcome 
Dr. James A. Francis of Boston, to 
his new pastorate tomorrow. The 
distinguished churchman, with Mrs. 
Francis, will be met with automobiles 
on their arrival of the 2:40 p.m. train 
over the Santa Fe and escorted to 
their temporary home with Dr. 


No. 2416 West Ninth street. 
Preparatory to the coming of a 
man, whose witty philippics from the 
pulpit of the Clarendon-street Church 
Boston, have attracted attention 
everywhere, the church home of the 
First Baptist congregation has been 
entirely renovated. As a result, Dr. 
Francis’s first sermon Sunday will 
mark a new epoch in the history of 
the congregation. 
According to those who know Dr. 
Francis best, he stands for the church 
militant. Irish and one of siz 
brothers, who are ministers of the 
Baptist denomination, he was born in 
Nova Scotia, March 20, 1864, and was 
privately educated. His degree of 
doctor of divinity was conferred by 
Denison University. 

Starting in life as a clerk in a Bos- 
ton store, Dr. Francis early became 
interested in V. M. C. A. work, and for 
some years was secretary of one of 
the organization's branches in Boston. 
He was ordained as a minister of the 
Baptist denomination in 1888, and al- 
most immediately took the pastorate 
of a church in Peterboro, N. H. From 
there he went to the fashionable 
Riverside Church in New York and 
then to the Clarendon-street Church, 
Boston, in 19062. 
In 1905, Dr. Francis became an 
Home Mission Society, but left this 
work in 1809 to accept another call 
to the Clarendon-street Church. His 
home in Boston was at No. 61 St. 
Botolph street, and was long noted 
as a center for gathé@rings of lay and 
secular wits. Mrs. Francis was Nellie 
Stewart of New Glasgow, N. S., before 
her marriage in 1891. 
Dr. Francis is the author of Props 
from a Living Fountain.” His “North- 
field Addresses attracted much at- 
tention. 

The Francises will make their home 
at No. 2223 West Fighth street.

“The Boy Who Held You up.” 

“I held you up at Honduras street 
and Vernon avenue last spring,” says 
the letter. “I got your name from 
a newspaper account afterward and I 
kept it for this time. I have reformed 
and become a Christian and I am g- 
ing with a good girl who its helping 
me. I am working on a ranch near 
Los Angeles. 

“That was the first time in my life 
I ever committed a crime and it is the 
last. I was 18 years old then and I 
thought I was forced to do it. After 
I held vou up I went home, That 
cents burned in my pockets and I 
could not sleep that night. I thought 
the police were after me and it was 
a horrible experience. It worried the 
life and soul out of me until I de 
cided to leave town. I came to this 
place and got work not long after- 
ward.

OLLOWING up the recent state- 


could save $1,000,000 a year by 
applying modern efficiency methods 
to the street-improvement work and 
doing this kind of construction itself 
instead of awarding contracts there- 
for, the Board of Public Works in- 
structed the City Engineer to prepare 
an estimate of thé cost of installation

The answer came yesterday—and 
the board is breathless. About $11,- 
000,000 would be required to carry 
on this work. 

The report of the City Engineer 
show: that an initial investment in 
the pur. hase and equipment of land 
for the plant would be $430,000: 
funds for carrying on the work four 
months, $1,200,000; increase in cleri- 
cal and supervising force, $24,000; 
funds necessary to hold bonds received 
in payment for assessments, in case it 
is desired to avoid selling same at a 
discount. $5,900,000; annual expenses 
to the city for labor, material and 
maintenance of equipment to prose- 
cute the street-improvement work, 
$3,200,000 for the surface improve- 
ments and senitary sewers, and $400,- 
000 for storm sewers. 

“The above does not contémplate 
any improvements such as tunnels

port. .“For improvements of this kind 
the fund necessary to carry on the 
work would have to be greatly in- 
creased. Also, it should be berne in 
mind that the quantity of work 
growing and that these figures may 
be exceeded in another year or two.” 

It is also to be noted that no provi- 

sion is made in these estimates for 
the acquirement of a rock quarry and 
asphalt plant, such as private 
concerns taking street-improvement 
contracts own or operate. 
“The average time consumed in con- 
structing a piece of improvement work 
is about four months,” says the re- 
port, “and about two more months 
elapse before the assessments for the 
work are collected. This means that 
the expense of the work would be in- 
curred about four months before the 
receipt of payment for same, and the 
city would have to provide a fund to 
carry it this length of time. 

“Also, since about 50 per cent. of 
the assessments would run into 
bonds, the city would need @ Very 
substantial fund for carrying these 
bonds or else would have to sell them 
at a discount. — 

“In order to handle the payroll

INIMUM WAGE DAW INVALID. 

As the constitutional validity of State- 
made minimum-wage laws has been called 
into question from time to time by men 
who gave their opinions public expression 
the decision of Judge Catlin of the Minne- 
sota District Court that such a law is un- 
constitutional comes as something which 
many have been expecting, from one source 
or another, ever since the enactment of 
such legislation. 

The principal ground upon which the de- 
cision rests is that the law abridges the 
right of individuals to make contracts and 
is therefore in violation of that part of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, which says that “no 
State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities 
of citizens of the United States.” 

It was always contended that a minimum- 
wage law must have the effect of abridging 
the right of indtviduals to give their labor 
in exchange for such compensation as they 
may be able to obtain and are willing to 
accept. As soon as a minimum wage is 
established by law all whom force of con- 
ditions or circumstances may temporarily 
or always prevent from demanding or se- 
curing compensation as high ag the mini- 
mum must remain unemployed. Thus they 
are deprived of the right of earning a live- 
lihood. 

The contention of the supporters of mini- 
mum-wage law is that anything less than 


In any case there ig the constitutional 
ciple that the privileges of individuals shall 
not be abridged. . 

Because the Constitution of the United 
States has been brought into this case by 
the ruling of the Minnesota court the ques- 
tion will probably be carried to the Federal 
courts. Then the United States Supreme 


Court will make the ultimate decision.

THE UNSOLVED PROBLEM.

Of all the unsolved problems that have 
agitated the human mind from time imme 
morial one has been to make rrovision © 
the poor. Intellectual and philanthropic 
giants have grappled with this vital prob- 
lem, but you all know the quotation abo 
Foc rushing in where angels fear to 

It is the duty of everyone to ameliorate 
the condition of the poor without impair- 
ing their self-respect. This dignity of 
character can only be acquired and main- 
tained by honest labor, not by subsisting 
on the earnings or the generosity of the 
benevolent. The claim that all have a 
right to exist” is true, but this condition is 
balanced by “every right involving a cor- 
responding duty.” Money may be a good 
servant, but a bad master—the thing is 
that it should be used to the best advan- 
tage; for capital can be rendered a dynamic 
power for good or evil. The batteries of 
legis should be turned against mo 
nopolies, syndicates and the crystallization, 
but not against the accumulation of wealth. 

Everything can be used for good or evil— 
it is the way that things are applied. Gun- 
powder is a great invention and when used 
for blasting purposes is a great benefit to 
mankind, but when employed to propel bul- 
lets brings destruction and death. Metter- 
nich wisely and truly observes, “There are 
no more political questions, there are only 
social questions.” We are standing on the 
brink of a volcano and no number of soup- 
houses will repress the smoldering fires; 
it requires more direct, substantial aid, 
Some plan must be devised by the body 
politic to make man self-sustaining. Spo- 
radic charity amounts to nothing, every 
dollar given to an individual degrades that 
individual. Every dollar given to an asso 
ciation to provide work in any shape for 
the unemployed ig the initiation of a com- 
mendable effort to elevate the poor. This 
is not iconoclastic—not tearing down with- 
out building up; it is simply substituting 
the workshop for the soup-house. Make 
your people independent of charity, but 
dependent upon labor and there will rise 
up a nation, strong in principle and ac- 
tion—the essential elements of a free and 
powerful people. 

—— 

Indiscriminate “relief” originated with 
the autochthons and continued a long time 
before even a poor law was enacted. In 
the early ages the church took care of the 
poor, but not in the sympathetic and sys- 
tematized way of today. It is now being 
gradually transferred as business of the mu- 
nicipality. Christianity gave alms as a re 


ligious duty, the Talmud as a right of re- 


ligious and civil law. Many years ago, upon 
the introduction of relief for the poor, not- 
withstanding the various methods devised 
for their suppression, so many paupers 
sprung up that the police had to arrest 
them for vagrancy and they were com- 
pelled to resort to a law which coerced 
able-bodied men to work for what they re- 
ceived. Under Elizabeth, in 1572, a local 
poor rate was established so work could 
be obtained. No tragic scenes were en- 
acted to procure work, but many were 
branded, according to the cruel punishment 
of the age, for refusing to work. In feudal 
mes the lord of a town provided for his 


e dependents; they gave him 


their in return—which still left 
them with a spirit of independence. Pau-

HEROIC WIFE. 


Aged Man Perishes as Home 
Burns; Five Hurt. 


Fine Attempt at Rescue is 
Turned to Tragedy. 


Woman on Way to Church is 
Killed by Auto.

PASADENA, Dec., 3. — Dr. Levi Ben- 
on, 86 years old, lost his life in a fire 
yesterday morning which practically 
demolished his home at No. 363 Ash- 
tabula street. In attempting to res- 
eue her aged husband, Mrs. Benson, 
herself old and feeble, was stverely 
burned about the armas, face and neck, 
and J. W. Wren, a friend who lived 
at the Benson home, and Mra. Wren 
were also slightly burned in a heroic 
attempt to reach the aged physician, 
and two firemen suffered injuries. 

When the fire started, Dr. Benson 
was out in the garden. Seeing the 
flames leaping hich above the roof 
he went upstairs to put out the blaze 
He was very feeble and the exertior 
of hurrying to the top floor was 
enough to completely exhaust him. In 
this condition he was evidently over- 
come by the smoke, and becoming 
confused, crawled under a couch, 
where later his charred remains were 
found. 

The fire started in the living-room 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wren, and was 
caused from a gas pipe which entered 
the room from the outside. 

Becoming too hot, the boards of 
which the house is constructed, and 
which are old and dry, became ignit- 
ed, the blaze creeping up the side of 
the building until it reached the roof 
in great flames. 

When Dr: Benson did not return, 
his wife became alarmed and sent Mr. 
Wren upstairs after him, with a buck- 
et of water, following herself with an- 
other. Although fighting desperately 
te save her husband, the wife could 
not locate him in the stifling smoke 
and was taken to a neighbor’s in a 
prostrate condition. Her burns were 
attended to, but the shock of it all is 


serious on account of her advanced. 


age. 

After the arrival of the fire depart- 
ment it was discovered there was no 
water, and it was fully a quarter of 
an hour before a stream was turned 
on. 

The dead and injured are: Dr. F. K. 
Reneon, 86, burned to death: Mrs. 
Renson, 80, seriously burned about 
her hands, arms and face; A. Owens, 
burns about face and hands: W. Sea- 
christ, fireman, severely burned: J. W. 
Wren, seriously burned about the 
head and face, Mrs. Wren, burned 
about the hands and face. 


KILLED BY AUTO.

HExpected Clash Because of Harbor 
Commission's Assertion that Rail- 
road has no Franchise Averted 
When Roadmaster Withdraws 
Gang of Section Hands, 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE, 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Dec. 2. 
—One lone police officer is doing sen- 
try duty on the newly-laid track of 
the Southern Pacific on Mormon Is- 
land. This is the only remaining evi- 
dence of the expected trouble between 
the police force and employees of the 
railroad, that failed to materialize this 
morning. 

Late last night police officers under 


the direction of Sergt. George McClary 
removed one rail from the track laid 
on ground over which members of the 
Harbor Commission alleged the rall- 
road company has no franchise. This 
morning the gang of Mexican track 
layers returned to continue their work.. 
They were met by Port Warden Fugitt 
and a squad of police officers under 
command of Lieut. Spellman. 

T. E. Stevens, Southern Pacific road- 
master, was in charge of the work, 
and when informed that the police 
department had been instructed to use 
force if necessary to prevent a con- 
tinuation of the track-laying, he 
promptly withdrew the gang and they 
were ordered back to Los Angeles to- 
night, after putting in the day at other 
work on the old tracks. 


KILLED BY BLOW. 


Charles Gulbransen, 47 years old, 
a longshoreman, died today at the 

n Pedro Hospital as the result of 
a blow from a swinging cargo hook 
on the steamer Mary Olsen at Long 
Beach late yesterday afternoon. The 
steamer went to Long Beach to dis- 
charge a consignment of lumber, tak- 
ing a crew of longshoremen from 
here. Gulbransen w attended by a 
physician from one of the torpedo 
boats, and it was at first thought his 
injuries were not serious. Later it 
developed that his skull had been 
fractured. He remained on board the 
steamer last night, unconscious, and 
died shortly after the vessel returned 
to port this morning. 

TO RAZE HILL. 


Steps are being taken to organize 
a local corporation to raze Nob Hill 
as goon as the harbor boulevard is 
cut through to Fourth street, San Pe- 
dro. Test holes are now being bored 
preparatory to making final estimates 
of the cost of removing the dirt by 
hydraulic methods. It is proposed to 
wash the dirt into reservoirs and then 
pump it to low lands in the west ba- 
sin, or take it to sea in barges. Among 
those interested in the plan are John 
Dodson and Capt. F. H. Gridley, for- 
merly manager of the North Ameri- 
can Dredging Company. It is the 
plan to make individual contracts with 
the lot owners. 


ANOTHER STEAMER. 


Announcement is made by the Out- 
er Harbor Dock and Wharf Company, 
local agents for the East Asiatic Com- 
pany, that the December sailing will 
be taken by the steamer Rhodesia. 
This is the first vessel driven by 
reciprocating engines to be dispatched 
by the Danish company since the 
steamer Natal made her voyage to 
this coast early this year. the 
Natal came two motor ships, the 
Malakka and the Jutlandia, and it is 
the intention of the company to oper- 
ate a big fleet of Deisel ships from. 
Europe through the Panama Canal to 
this coast. Tue Jutiandia passed 
through the canal a few days ago on 
her way to this port. The Rhodesia 
is now on berth at Copenhagen. With 
the demands for tonnage flying neu- 
tral flags since the European war, the 
business of the East Asiatic Company 
is growing by leaps and bounds.

TO HIS DEATH. 


Monoplane Crumples When 
He Attempts to Loop. 


— —-— 


Believed First American to 
Accomplish Feat. 


Cant Repeat; Thousands See 
Fearful Fall. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

VENICE, Dec. 2.—<Aviator Thomas 
J. Hill was instantly killed here this 
morning when he fell 1200 feet like a 
plummet in his Bleriot type mono- 
plane. The daring birdman met 
death after successfully completing 
one loop-the-loop, starting from a 
height of over 3000 feet. 

Perhaps 3000 persons watched Mr. 
Hill attempt his second flight with 
a loop-the-loop in it. Only last Sat- 
urday the intrepid airman accom- 
plished the feat, thereby making the 
name for himself of the first American 
to do the hazardous stunt in a mono- 
plane. Other aviators, including Lin- 
coln Beachey, use the biplane suc- 
cessfully. 

Mr. Hill was instructor at the Schil- 
ler School of Aviation in Venice and 
was this morning demonstrating to 
Roy Tachibana, a representative of 
the Japanese government, that he 
could successfully perform the feat 
of circling over and over. He had 
made arrangements to leave January 
15 for Japan to teach and do exhibi- 
tion flying. Today he was to have 
closed his oriental contracts. 

H. V. Schiller, under whose tutelage 
Mr. Hill had become one of the best 
birdmen in the country, this afternoon 
stated that the wreck was caused by 
the weakness of the wings. Mr. Hill 
started flying in June of last year, 
when Mr. Schiller had a school at Do- 
minguez Field, and the former had 
used this machine all the time. He 
tried the loop-the-loop only last week, 
and Mr. Schiller warned him that the 
wings were not built for such work. 
Mr. Hill accordingly plated extra guy 
wires on the wings, but failed to 
econstruct the wing spars and ribs. 

nsequently, when he did the big 
loop today, and when the plane de- 
scended from the first circle, the left 
wing buckled, allowing half the mem- 
ber to crumple, and causing the whole 
machine to lage its balance, turn its 
nose directly downward and crash to 
earth, where it lay, a mass of splin- 
ters, rags and bent and twisted steel 
and a tangled cobweb of wires.

board of engineers having in charge 


the flood control of the San Gabriel 


Valley met a committee from the 
Baldwin Park Improvement Associa- 
tion here Monday and took up the 
matter of making temporary embank- 
ments to afford protection from floods 
this winter. 

About six weeks ago the improve- 
ment association sent a very caustic 
communication to the Board of Su- 
pervisors, demanding some temporary 
protection for the rainy season. The 
county then joined with the citizens 
here and the Pacific Electric and did 
some very valuable work at the mouth 


of the San Gabriel Canyon. The mat- 
ter was then referred to the board 
of engineers for further action. The 

, after making a thorough in- 
vestigation, approved of the work al- 
„ done and said they would take 


the work continued imme- 
diately. They will have the channel 
of the river deepened and the em- 
bankments extended far enough to af- 
ford ample protection for ordinary 
rainy seasons. 

All this work will be temporary, to 
protect the valley this winter. 

The work already done has been 
under the supervision of W. L. Glenny, 
the newly-appointed road overseer of 
this district, and the committee from 
the improvement association recom- 
mended to the board of engineers 
that he be placed in charge of the ad- 
ditional work.

CEMENT’S EFFECTS ON

Experiments with dust-covered 
leaves were made by Prof. Pierce in 
April and in August of 1913. The 
dust was carefully cleaned off of a 
portion of numerous leaves used to 
make the experiments, one-half of the 
leaf being left undisturbed and with 
its full quota of dust. After being ex- 
posed during the sunlight. hours of 
one day, the leaves were cut off and 
dropped into a 35 per cent. or 40 per 
cent. solution of alcohol in order to 
preserve them for microscopic exam- 
ination. 

Prof. Pierce reached the conclusion 
that the dust accumulations inter- 
fered directly with the process of food 
manufacture of the leaf, which under- 
lies the whole process of nutrition of 
the tree. In the case of leaves heavi- 
ly coated with cement, he asserted, 
the percentage of starch grains would 
be found four or five times greater 
in the cleaned than in the uncleaned 
portions. The orange leaf, it was ex- 
plained, makes its accumulation of 
food during the sunlight hours, as- 
similating it during the hours of dark- 
ness. With the breaking of another 
day, the leaf cells are practically 
empty of food accumulations, 

From his experiments, the witness 
gave it as his belief that the effect of 
the dust was to reduce the number 
and size of the leaves, and that it is 
injurious not only to plant growth,

Yesterday was a _ record-breaker. 
More than sixty applications were 
made in person at the office of Secre- 
tary McKeag of the Police Commis- 
Sion. The line extended out into the 
corridors and lasted well until closing 
time. 

At the close of business hours at 
Seeretary McKeag's office yesterday 
the records showed that there have 
been isened 1313 permits for autos to 
engage in the public passenger carry- 
‘tng business; that 1112 men are en- 
gaged in the business and that there 
are 1585 permits issued to chauffeurs. 

That equal rights applies to the 
nickel-chasers in automobiledom is 
shown by the fact that numerous 
women are holders of chauffeurs’ and 
parsenger automobile permits Sen 
eral women were among the applicants 
yesterday. ; 

A reasonable regulation of this new

The subject was referred to the 
City Attorney, and he will advise the 
Council today that the act creating 
and defining the authority of the State 
Board of Health is literally broad 
enough to require the city to con- 
form to provisions and rules of the 
board, but that there is a difference 
of opinion among lawyers as to 
whether the language used should 
not be so construed as to limit the 
operation of the act to cities incor- 
porated under the general municipal 
corporation act, and not extend it to 
cities incorporated under freeholder®’ 
charters. Courts of appeal have not 
passed upon this question, but the 
City Attorney advises that it is safest 
to comply with the terms of the act 
and the rules of the State Board of 
Health.

When he awoke he reported that 
$30 in gold was missing. The pocket- 
28 was intact with its wealth of 

“I have been robbed,” ejaculated 
Mr. Lindsley. He thought of the bright- 
faced bellboy who had come to his 
room, and the conclusion was reached 
that he was the guilty person. Young 
Calhoun was arrested when he came 
on duty at 10 o'clock that night and 
put in jail. He protested his innocence.
